£000 ofmoJe and "Other Equipment" with an acquisition cost of $50 
or more be included in the totals reported (by State and industry; 
for the two categories. 

Several agencies have now informed the committee that it 
would be much less costly and time-consuming for them to report su 
totals for all equipment in each category rather tha 
the items above and below the two figures cited. 

After considering the problem further, we have decided that 
the committee's request should be modified somewhat to
